New York, July 12 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The third anrual convention of the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors’ League of America, has 
come and gone. It has been a wild week of 
strife and conquest, disappointments and reali- 
zations, caucuses and secret meetings, double 
crossing, and, in fact, what there is to be done 
et a convention that hasn't been done during 
the week of July 7 to 12, probably never will 
be done. 

Starting with apparent peace, altho those on 
the inside were confident that at no short time 
the eruption would take place, things progressed 
along their natural trend until the meeting of 
Friday morning, when the bomb went off with 
@ bang, and the convention was bolted with a 
number of states going to a nearby corner of 
the Grand Central Palace, and immediately 
convening to form the new organization of 
motion picture exhibitors, which has become 
krown as the International Motion Picture As- 
sociation. 

To President M. A. Neff, no matter what the 
Sentiment of politics may be, must be accorded 
no little admiration for the way in which he 


handled the extremely grave situation on Friday 
morning. It is rare that the man at the helm 
can stick to his post, undaunted as he did. 

M. A. Neff bas been again honored with the 
vote of his body, and for the third time has 
been elected president of the M. P. E. League 
of America. 

George H. Wiley, of Kansas City, Mo., has 
become the new secretary of the organization, 
while J. J. Reider retains his office of treasurer. 

Two new national] offices have been created 
by virtue of constitution amendments, and R. L. 
MacNabb, of New York, has been elected first 
vice-president of the League, and T. E. Finni- 
gan, of Dallas, Texas, has become second vice- 
president. 

The convention has done good work. The 
fubject of the matter f the board of censors 
has been placed in the hands of a competent 
executiv committee to be thrashed out. 

The elimination of the airdome or outdoor 
theater has been advocated. The question of 
some sort of standard with regard to the length 
of program has been discussed, and free com- 
ment has shown to the majority of those present 
the advisability of careful deliberation over this 
matter. 

With the unanimous vote, the delegates have 
selected the city of Dayton, Ohio, as the site 
of the next convention. Detroit, Atlantic City 
and Chicago were contenders for the honors, but 
after the ballot had been cast, withdrew in 
favor of Dayton. 

The Billboard bas aimed to cover the details 
of all sessions of the convention, and print 
below in tabulated form the happenings at each 
of the sessions, from the opening to the final 
drop of the gavel. 


MONDAY. 


The Universal] Film Manufacturing Company 
opened the festivities of the Third Annual 
Cqnvention of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America, with a bang and lavish 
entertainment which will mark Monday, July 7, 
&s a day long to be remembered by the visiting 
exhibitors and their friends, 

“Universal Day” was a great credit to the 
Universal Company and to Joe Brandt, the 
able publicity man of the company, and F. C. 
Gunning, who occupies a similar capacity with 
the Eclair Company. The untiring efforts of 
these two men made the day possible and they 
are to be complimented for the completeness 
of it all. 


Promptly at 1:30 o'clock, the Universal 
guests had assembled at the new Grand Cen- 
tral Palace, and a few minutes later were 


comfortably seated in fourteen double-deckt 
sight-seeing buses and a dozen or more touring 
cars. More than 1,000 guests were on hand. 
With the Universal Band in the leading car, the 
procession moved across to Broadway, passing 
the offices of the Universal Company and then 
proceeding via ferry to New Jersey. 

A beautiful drive along the Hudson County 
Boulevard gave the visitors an excellent view 
of New York City and its sky line. During 
the drive Joe Brandt and F. C. Gunning, with 
mammoth megafones, acted as announcers and 
pointed out the places of interest. 

The studio of the Eclair Company was reached

Pictures of the arrival and of the guests en- 
tering the grounds were taken and shown 
later in the evening at Palisades Park. 

Several scenes were enacted that the exhibit- 
ors might see the workings behind the scenes 
and under the direction of ‘‘Wild Bill” Had- 


dock, the able Eclair ensemble director, the 
visitors participated in a number of mob 
scenes, 


After the serving of refreshments, the visit- 
ors made the trip to Palisades Park, which had 
been thrown open to them ag the Universal 
guests. The company provided for sufficient 
amusement to satisfy the most exacting and 
everything in the park wag free to the ex- 
hibitors. The balance of the afternoon was 
spent in riding upon the various scenic rail- 
Ways, toboggans, slides, etc., and them ae ban- 
quet was served in the large dining-room. 

After dinner, a series of water sports in the 
swimming pool was attended. Prizes had been 
offered for the various events by the Universal. 

The game of water polo between the studio 
and factory employes of the Eclair Company, 
resulted in a tie. 

Prizes were also offered for the best dancing 
couple of the evening and these went to Mr. 
Brandt, an exhibitor of New York City, whe 
had as a partner, his wife. Dancing was en 
joyed until! close to midnight, when the buses 
conveyed the guests back to New York and took 
them for a drive up and down Broadway, giv- 
ing all an excelleat view of the lights of the 
Great White Way. 


TUESDAY. 


President M. A. Neff called the Third Annual 
Convention of the Motion Picture Exh.bitor’s 
League of America to order at 10 o'clock Tues- 
day morning at the convention hal] of the new 
Grand Central Palace, with more than 1,500 
delegates and alternates of the various state 
locals in attendance. Each loca) had nearly its 
full quota of representation, and the excitement 
began to run high from the start. 

The work of the morning session was, in the 
main, of ordinary routine, and ended at shortly 
after noon, with an adjournment until the con- 
vening for afternoon session at 2:30 o'clock. 
In the interim, the executiv committee had been 
ordered into session for the discussion of several 
matters, and points which it was inevitable would 
arise at a later day. 

At the reconvening of the body, the question 
of the honoring of proxies received some little 
contention, and the matter was finally laid on 
the table for consideration at the session of 
Wednesday morning, at 10 o'clock. 

The afternoon session convened shortly after 
the appointed hour (2:30 p. m.), and again 
little business of import was decided since 
the convention body had extended an invite for 
address to the Hon. W. J. Gaynor, mayor of 
New York City. Mr. Gaynor’s address was re- 
celved with tremendous applause, and seemed 
to hit the cord of popular approval. His speech 
follows in detail: 


REMARKS OF MAYOR GAYNOR. 

Mr. Chairman: This looks more like a na- 
tional political convention (laufter). The ban- 
ner of each state and every state seems to be 
here, and I have received the salutations and 
g00d wishes of the delegates from several of 
the states. I had no notion that I was known 
outside of the City of New York—the little 
City of New York—but It seems that you peo- 
ple in your business have run up against me In 
some way or I havé run up against you, I don’t 
know which way to put it (laufter). Shortly 
before I became mayor there was a great out- 
cry in this clty against the moving picture 
shows. That outcry, had started at the very be- 
ginning, and just ‘fore I was elected mayor 
of this city, responding to the demand of one 
or two clergymen and three or four others who 
, who are much 
better than the rest of us, revokt in one day 
500 moving picture @icenses in this city. That 
Was nearly all that there were, and it was al! 
done for nothing that I could ever discover. 


I noted it at the time. I was at that time a 
judge, but I had my eyes open ag all judges 
have, you know (laufter) and I knew some- 
thing even about moving picture shows, And 
I knew that the outcry against them was ab- 
solutely baseless. But those 500 licenses were 
revokt, and I understand that it cost these peo- 
ple over a million of dollars to get themselves 
rehabilitated again in their business. Prob- 
ably more than a million of dollars. It was one 
of those heartless things that occur now and 
then in government at the clamor of some 
people who are altogether too good for this 
world (laufter and applause). The quicker 
they are translated the better (laufter). I 
know one of them here who in his imagination 
lives in the sky all the time (laufter). I think 
at the northeast corner of the Milky Way and 
the Aurora Borealis is his house. And from 
what I know of him I am sure that up there he 
has his head out of his window most of the 
time, like Peeping Tom of Coventry, meddling 
with other people’s business. But we let those 
people go. I now and then say a few words 
about them only to amuse myself (laufter and 
applause). 

This outcry continued. I knew it was not se. 
Why these people got up here and thru thelr 
pulpits (there are only a few of them, because 
the great body of the clergymen here, of all 
denominations, are the finest kind of men—there 
are only a few of them), and thru their pulpits 
and thru newspapers they bellowed one day after 
another that you were showing indecent pictures 
in these places. Why, I said that the audi- 
ences who went to your places to start with, 
the fathers and the mothers who went there 
with their children by the hand, wouldn't stand 
for a nasty picture (applause). 

And so I bad my commissioner of accounts 
make a close examination of every moving pic 
ture show in the City of New York, and he re- 
ported that there was not an indecent picture 
shown in one of them (applause). And then I 
appointed a commission to frame a proper vor- 
dinance. We reaily had no ordinance here ia 
this city for them, and that committee sat and 
framed an ordinance and we have been ever 
since trying to get it thru the board of alder- 
men against the opposition of these people. We 
got it the other day (applause). Now, the 
moving picture places here will be guarded in 
every way. The life and the safety of those 
who go there and their morals will be properly 
watcht—but not Improperly watcht (applause). 
It is now ovér a year ago that these people 
induced the board of aldermen to put in this 
ordinance what was called a censorship pro- 
vision. That is to say, a provision that you 
could show no picture until a censor or a 
board of censors sbould first look at it and say 
whether it was al] right or not. That ordinance 
I vetoed. Some of you have alluded to it in 
your calls to bodies of this convention and said 
that that was used in the courts and used else- 
where thruout the country—that veto message. 
Why, my friends, I only bad to say to sausfy 
every sane person in this town and every per- 
son whose virtue was not more exquisite than 
the rest of us that censorships do not belong 
to our free government (prolonged applause). 
Why, we wiped all of that out of existence 
when we formed this government at the be- 
ginning. Up to that time your religion even 
was censored. There is not a Christian sect 
which has not been censored some time in Its 
religion. ‘There were censors who said where 
you had to go to church and what you had to be- 
lieve and the government carried it out. And 
so thru many things, but that was all done away 
with. If you go to Russia today, you will find 
the censorship in Russia. No picture can be 
exhibited, no book can be publisht except 
this censor looks thru it and says it is quite 
harmless. And that is what they wanted to re- 
vive here. We have laws here against in- 
decent literature, pictures ana literature; every- 
thing that addresses itself by way of picture 
or writing to our eyes and our understanding 
is embraced in the word literature. We have 
ample laws to punish anybody who exhibits an 
indecent picture or an immoral pleture or pub 
lishes immora) reading matter, but that was not 
enuf for these people. Of course each one of 
these people thought that I would appoint them 
censors (applause and laufter). 

And they wanted the job of telling you and 
me, in advance, what pictures we might look 
at in the City of New York. Why, they might 
have objected to historical pictures or anything 
they saw fit. But they did not have their way 
in that respect. 

And now, as I say, we have an ordinance 
which will serve as a model to all the cities * 
of the country in framing similar ordinances. 
It is not perfect, but nevertheless It is as 
perfect as such things have been made up to 
this time. You people represent the owners of 
these places, as I understand it, all over the 
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United States. You know the kind of people 
that come to these places, You know that they 
are good people. If we need any censors at all 
here in New York with regard to theaters, these 
extremely highest people should have gone 
further up town here (applause); and they 
might have found some places and some things, 
but they never do that. They are awfully dis- 
turbed to see the general run of people amuse 
themselves; about the others they care nothing. 
I suppose they consider those as belonging to 
the others, and those are not to be interfered 
with. Now, from my way of thinking the mov- 
ing pictures have been one of the most bene- 
ficent things that have come up in my time 
(applause). They fill a great want. They 
open up pure, educating, solacing, and at the 
same time cheap entertainment to people who 
are not able to pay theater prices, and the 
result has been good. How many hearts have 
been golaced in these places? How many people 
of hard daily life who need something to solace 
them and to amuse them have found that want 
in the moving picture show? And some cry out 
against the children going there. What folly! 
Where do they want children to go? There are 
some people here who do not want to see them 
in the streets; they do not want to see them in 
the parks; and some, I am sorry to say, hate to 


see them even in the churches. But the 
children have to go somewhere, and it is a 
blessing that parents are able to take their 


children by the hand and bring them to your 
places (applause) and let them be instructed 
and amused at the same time. Of course, the 
children who go to your places alone have to be 


safeguarded in some way. That is what the 
proprietors of the theaters here think, but I 
netice they made no suggestion about safe- 
guarding the children up in their galleries at 
all during all of this controversy (applause). 
You know they passed an amendment to this 


ordinance in the board of aldermen ripping out 
all the galleries in the moving picture shows, 
on the ground that they were immoral places. 
The chief mover in that was a large owner in 
the cheap theaters of New York (applause and 


laufter). But he did not have his way. I 
askt why they did not rip the galleries out of 
his theaters also (applause). That was the 


only kind of an argument that he could under- 
stand. That went right thru his skull (laufter). 
But we will talk no more on that. That all 
belongs to the past. My friends, you have all 
noted that every time anything new comes up 
in this world everybody nearly, including you 
I suppose, begins to how! against it. They will 
not stop long enuf to find out what it fs even. 
All they know is that {ft is something they 
never heard of before, and that is enuf (laufter). 
And the things that some people never heard 
of before would fill a great many books, you 
know (laufter). And that was the fate of 
these shows. They were new. They competed 
with other shows. Of course, the proprietors 
of those shows were opposed to you. But the 
great body of the community here very soon 
were in your favor. They heard these people 
talking about nasty pictures in your shows. 
Well, they were going to your shows and they 
faw no such thing, and, of course, it fell of 
its own weight. I am talking now of the City 
of New York, end I trust it is the same all over 
the country, that these shows are decent and 
moral the same as they are here in the City 
of New York (applause). I would not have 
them done away with for anything (great ap- 
plause}. It would be a calamity. I went to 
see them myself from the start, and they were 
to me a matter of great instruction and amuse- 


mont end solace. The first on» I ever saw 
was In London. It was at the time they first 
came out. And it was a matter of wonder and 


@musement to me. I saw even a railroad train 
come across the stage and stop, and saw the 
Emperor of Germany get out with his whole 
suite right there In a London theater, and other 
things like that, that were an utter amazement 
to me. I never dreamed of any such thing. 
Put I think in Europe they never created that 
outery against them which we have heard here. 
But I will not say further to you. 

I was sorry that I was not able to te here 
yesterday when you opened, but it seems you 
have all got here some way or another, even 
though I came late. It was kind of you to let 
me pick my own hour. And now if I have 
sald anything to cheer you up in your business 
to uphold !t thruout the country, I am _ very 
glad Indeed. I have received letters from all 
over the United States with regard to the con- 
troversy we have had about It here. Partic- 
ularly did I receive letters about the veto 
message which I have enumerated to you, up- 
holding the rights of people without any cen- 
sorship to see what they are Iike and read 
what they are like (applause), and for those who 
Tun such places to put on thelr gtages such 
pictures as they like so long as they put no 
immoral or lewd pictures on the stage. Just 
as soon as they do that In the City of New 
York I think they will have a summons Into 
the police court forthwith (applause). But I 
have no fear of It being done at all. It has 
not been done so far, and my belief fs that that 


kind of a show in this moral town of New 
York would not live a week (prolonged ap- 
plause). 


The Edison Company took charge of the en- 
tertainment for the day, and with a flotilla of 
more than fifteen sightseeing buses, under the 
able direction of John Hardin, the assistant 
manager of the Edison Company, carried the 
visitors around New York all through the day 
on sightseeing trips. The buses were at the 
disposal of the guests at all hours, and it is 
estimated that more than two thousand availed 
themselves of the pleasurable time which the 
Edison Company haf offered. 

WEDNESDAY. 

The second day of the convention of the Mo- 
tion Picture Exhibitor’s League of America found 
that body in spirited session from 10:30 a. m. 
until 1:30 p. m. 

With the calling of the roll of the officers of 
the national body came the reading of the letter 
of resignation tendered by the national secretary, 
C. M. Christensen. Mr. Christensen, by virtue 
of his engaging in the film business as manager 
of the Cleveland office of the Mutual Film Cor- 
poration, has made himself ineligible to hold 
office in the body, hence the resignation. The 


which have been of great benefit to the motion 
picture exhibitor. 


We have brought about a friendly feeling and 
co-operation between the exhibitor, manufacturer 
and exchange. ? 

The organization of the League has been the 
means of getting together and the farmation of 
bcquaintance of thousands of exhibitors, causing 
them to lay aside petty jealousies, and working 
in harmony for the common good. 

We have done much good in the way of re- 
ducing the number of reels, which we feel will 
finally be the salvation of the »xhibitor and the 
people. 

Since the Chicago convention, I have organized 
the states of Texas, Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, Colo- 
rado, Florida, South Dakota, Washington, Mary- 
land, Delaware, Georgia, Tennessee, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Maine, South Carolina and Southern 
Hlinois Local No. 1, making a total of forty 
States organized. 

There has been so much work to be done in a 
short space of time that it proved impossible for 
me to take care of it at the proper time, so 
Mr. Wiley, of Missouri, was pressed into service, 
and it was with his help that the states of 
Oklahoma and Arkansas were organized.

letter was read by George H. Wiley, of Kansas 
City. 

The report of the president, M. A. Neff, con- 
tained many items of particular interest, the 
following being a copy of his report which was 
given out by the press committee. 

President Neff said: ‘‘I would respectfully 
call your attention to the following facts. among 
the things accomplished by the League: 

We are able to purchase parts, accessories and 
supplies at a discount of forty per cent off the 
regular list price. Multiple reel subjects or 
features without additiona] cost ‘is one of the 
advantages gained thru the organization of the 
League. 

The license paid to the Patents Company by 
those of us who use licensed films has been re- 
duced from $2.00 to 90 cents per week. 

The city and state licenses in many cases 
have been reduced materially. 

We have defeated adverse legislation in many 
states and cities, and thru our efforts caused 
the enactment of some good laws and ordinances, 


Arrangements were made for conventions in 
Virginia and Maine, and Mr. Thomas, of West 
Virginia, was sent to organize them. 

Alex. Wall, of Alabama, also helped in the 
work, organizing the state of Georgia. 


Clem Kerr, of Dayton, Ohio, was also instru- 
mental in bringing about the organization, and 
deserves special mention. 

Many others not mentioned gave great assist- 
ance. 

The League is doing splendidly, ana the re- 
sults obtained during the past year have been 
most gratifying. 

I recommend a shorter program, not to exceed 
four reels, regardless of price. 

I recommend that on the 12th day of Septem- 
ber, 1913, the third anniversary, each member 
of the League contribute one dollar. 

I recommend that a special session of this 
body be devoted to the discussion of the censor 
question. 

I recommend that all future conventions be 
under the supervision of the executiv committee 
of the League. 


Taking into consideration the conditions under 
which we have had to work, including a lack 
of funds, we have, indeed, made remarkable 
progress. 

Some plan should be devised whereby a suf- 
ficient amount of money should be in the treas- 
ury to pay the running expense of the League. 

The Motion Picture Exhibitor’s League, as it 
stands today, represents millions of dollars, and 
is fast becoming one of the most powerful or- 
ganizations in the country. The financing of 
the League will undoubtediy be provided for in 
the future. 

I am pleased to report that harmony and good 
will prevails thruout the organization. We are 
thoroly organized on a firm basis. We are co- 


operating with many societies for the uplift of 


our business, also with the manufacturers o, 
films, film exchanges, and others interested in 
our line of business. 

There is no strife existing between the film 
manufacturers, film exchanges and Exhibitor's 
League of America, and as evidence of such 
friendly co-operation, we point to the large at- 
tendance, the states represented, and this splen- 
did exposition of the art. 

The report of the secretary was then read by 
George H. Wiley, of Kansas City, Mo., and the 
report was referred to the auditing committee, 
with instructions to return the report with their 
report at the next session. 

The treasurer’s report, read by National Treas- 
urer J. J. Reider, of Jackson, Mich., was also 
referred to the auditing committee, with instruc- 
tion to return the report with their report at 
the next session. 

A long and lengthy discussion which lasted 
more than an hour was held over the question of 
when nominations would be received and the 
election of officers be held. There was a strong 
contention on the part of the New York delegates 
that the elections should be postponed until the 
latest possible moment, that the interest in the 
exposition might not be impaired by the de- 
parture of those delegates who would leave for 
home upon the completion of the elections. In 
order to postpone the elections until the later 
date, it was necessary to carry the motion by 
a two-thirds vote. The Ohio delegation opposed 
stubbornly for neariy an hour, but finally gave 
in, and the vote was unanimously made to have 
the nominations received on Thursday, at the 
afternoon session, and the election on Friday at 
the morning convention session. 

It was also moved and carried during this 
session that in the hereafter, admission to the 
convention would be by password only. The 
blow seemed to be aimed chiefly at the press.

This latter committee was instructed to care- 
fully inspect the minutes of the convention held 
in Chicago last year, to carefully go over the 
amendments to the by-laws and constitution, and 
report back to the body their findings at the 
meeting in session for Thursday morning. 

Upon motion, the body was adjourned at 1:30 
o’clock until Thursday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Pathe Freres gave the banner entertainment 
of the day with a delightful sail up the Hudson 
on the palatial] steamer, Adirondack. The boat 
left the dock at 10 o'clock in the morning, with 
about three thousand exhibitors and their friends 
aboard, and sailed up the Hudson to New Burg 
returning at shortly after 6 p. m. 

The Pathe Company, with H. C. Hoagland as 
“chef de entertainment,’’ surely made the day 
memorable. The Screen Club Band, of more 
than forty pieces, played in concert thruout the 
day and for the dancing on lower deck. Dinner 
was served aboard the boat, and a general good 
day’s recreation was enjoyed. The Pathe play- 
ers held a reception in the main salon thru the 
afternoon. 

During the afternoon, the General Film Com- 
pany contributed, as part of their share of the 
entertainment for the week, a trip to the ball 
game. The company provided the guests with 
sightseeing buses to carry them to and from 
the game. About five hundred of the fans took 
advantage of the opportunity of the afternoon. 

In the evening, another moonlight sail up the 
Hudson was arranged by the entertainment com- 
mittee, and again the visitors flocked to the 
North River dock. More than two thousand 
were aboard when the steamer left its dock 
for the moonlight sail. Dancing was enjoyed

BIG SURPRISE SPRUNG 


Clever Ruse of the Manufacturers To Weaken the 
Exhibitors’ Strength Works Well 


Evidence of the Fine Italian Hand of a Past Master at Politi- 
cal Intrigue and Manipulation Is the Thing That Stands 


Out Strongest in the Formation of the New International 
Motion Picture Association. 


New York, July 12 (Special to The Billboard). 
—When on Friday, the states of New York, 
Indiana, Wisconsin, Illinois, and representations 
of the states of New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
and Pennsylvania, walked from the session of 
the older body, they immediately went into 
session of their own. 


Harold Rosenthal, of New York, was chosen 
the temporary secretary, and Judge A. P. Tugell, 
of Los Angeles, Cal., temporary chairman of the 
new body. 

It seemed that the break had been at least 
anticipated, for the association had already 
prepared a number of resolutions and drawn up 
a constitution and by-laws. 

The International Motion Picture Association

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HYDE & BEHMAN- 
COLUMBIA DISPUTE 


Adjustment of Controversy Between Owners of Brooklyn 
Theaters and Columbia Amusement Co. Anxiously 
Awaited By Burlesque World—Reported Negoti- 
ations of H. & B. With Progressives Denied 


New York, July 12 (Special to The Billboard). 
—So far, no solution has been arrived at in the 
controversy now pending between Hyde and 
Behman and the Columbia Amusement Company, 
and all efforts to secure official statements have 
been fruitless. It is admitted that a difference 
exists, and it is certain that the Brooklyn firm 
of theater owners will insist upon the adherence 
to the contract now held by them with the 
big burlesque merger. This agreement, which 
has still seven years to run, gives the Hyde 
and Behman house the exclusiv right to Colum- 
bia attraction in Brooklyn, and the Brooklyn 
firm now demand that an equitable adjustment 
shall be made with them before the opening of 
the coming season. 

The Billboard has learned, on good authority, 
that the Hyde and Behman people have delivered 
an ultimatum to the Columbia people, in which 
they agree to lease or take over both the Empire 
and Casino Theaters, and have, on the other 
hand, offered to lease both of their Brooklyn 
houses to the Columbia people direct.

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PUBLISHERS’ ROW 


New York, July 11 (Special to The B'‘llboard). 
—An entirely new plan for deciding music pub 
lishers’ cup contests was put to test Wednesday 
night, July 9, by The Billboard's music editor, 
at Lane’s Cabaret, the Bronx. It was enthu- 
siastically received by the contestants and audi- 
ence, and will probably form the basis of all 
future decisions in similar contests, 


Just before the contest opened, Dick Jess, 
‘manager of the cabaret, Introduced The Bill- 
hoard’s representativ, as follows: “‘I take pleas- 
ure in introducing Caspar Nathan, representativ 
of The Billboard. Mr. Nathan will act as sole 
judge of this contest, and will Introduce a new 
method of determining the winner.’ 

The ‘‘sole judge’? then announced his {Intention 
of Introducing ‘“‘debate markings’’ Into the con- 
test. The scale of 100 per cent was to te 
divided by awarding 25 per cent to the general 
standard of the song, 50 per cent as the max!- 
mum on delivery, and 25 per cent as the max!- 
mum on applause. 

Harry Bishop, representing Jerome & Schwartz 
Music Company, with There's One in A Million 
Like You, opened the contest. He was followed 
by Martin Keary, of the Harry Williams Music 
Company, sing'ng You're the Same Old Gir! 
Jack McDermott, of the Theodore Morse Music 
Company, closed the contest with Dear Old Girl. 

Bishop secured a total of 94 points and Jack 
McDermott would have been tied with him for 
second place. but McDermitt’s score was boosted 
by an interference due to a d'sorderly part of 


the audience, making his total 96 points. Keary 
scored an unconditional 96 points. Thus Keary 
and McDermott were tied for first place. When 


they ‘“‘sang it off," Keary did as well as ever, 
but McDermott excelled his previous showing, 
and it was impossible for the judge to decide 
between the contestants. So he wisely deter 
mined upon the Impartial course of leaving the 
matter to the audience, and Keary received the 
greatest outburst of applause. 

Everybody present voted the contest one of 
the fairest ever held in local cabarets, and the 
new system of markings was heartily endorsed 
by Dick Jess and Proprietor Lane. It Is be- 
lieved the new system wil] seon be In vogue 
in cabaret contests, as the present methods af- 
ford too much opportunity for arbitrary decisions 
on the part of judges, without regard to the 
merit of the singer or will of the audience.

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SONG REVIEWS 


IT SEEMS TO ME I'LL ALWAYS LOVE 
YOU—tLyrics by H. W. Berry, music by A. D. 
Magbee. A peculiar expression of very lofty 
sentiment, so written that there seems to be a 
constant conflict between the writers lack of 
the kind of vocabulary the theme requires. 
“It seems to me”’ is anything but the kind of 
a frase we’d expect in connection with senti- 
ment bordering upon the religious. In fact, 
it is almost ‘“‘slangy.’’ This is the principal 
reason why the lyric does not ring true. How- 
ever, the rhymes are true for the most part, 
tho stars and hours are rhymed in the chorus. 
The melody conveys the proper spirit and dig- 
nifies the thought of the lyric. This is a song 
that should be valuable to all acts built upon 
reminiscent themes, for it calls for reflection 
on the part of the listener. (Magbee Music 
Publishing Co., publishers.) 

DOWN ON THE FARM IN HARVEST TIME 
—Words by Andrew K. Allison, music by Dick 
Richards. One of those songs that ‘‘just have 
to be written’ from time to time, employing 
the extremely artificial declaration of the joys 
of farm life. Farm songs are so adhered to the 
history of yesterday that we expect vast im- 
provements when modern publishers go to the 
expense of title pages for this type of songs, 
The title page of this number is very pretty, 
dhowing a farm hand and his sweethezrt 
“sweethearting’’ in the foreground, attired as 
farm folks are wont to dress, while a_ be- 
pitchforked helper appears in the background, 
on the stereotyped hay wagon. But there's 
little in either the lyric or music to justify the 
beautiful design on the title page. The best 
feature of the number lies in the effort made 
to find ‘‘rag’’ material in a farm theme. For 
this reason, certain vaudevil acts may be en- 
abled to use it. (F. B. Haviland, publisher.) 


JOE GOODWIN AND MELODIES.

LICENSE FEES IN MILWAUKEE, 


An ordinance is to be passed by the common 
council at Milwaukee, which will govern circus 
license fees as follows: 

For a_ circus having a seating capacity of 
1,000, $25 for the first day and $10 for each 
succeeding day; of less than 5,000 and more 
than 1,000, $50 for the first day and $20 for eacr 
succeeding day; of from 5,000 to 10,000, , 
for the first day, and $50 for each succeeding 
day, and those having a seating capacity of over 
10,000, $200 for the first day and $75 for each 
succeeding day. 

No parade can be held without first securing 
a permit from the mayor, Any circus having 
its tents outside the city limits must pay a 
license fee of $150 for a parade the first day and 
$50 for each succeeding day.

Owing 
to the fact that nearly all the paper of the 
BSells-Floto Shows exploits the 25-cent feature, 


it was perhaps thought to be too much expense 


and trouble to alter the prices for the few 
Canadian dates. 

In, the States where Ringling and Barnum 
show for 50 cents, the Sells-Floto policy is, 


undoubtedly. a wise one, but as Western Can- 
ade, with the exception of Vancouver and Win- 
Ripeg. has never had a big show and as even 
12-car organizations obtain at most points $1.00 
admission, a reduction to 50 cents would have 
been sufficiently impressiv to draw the business. 
At all events the 25-cent policy of the Sells- 
Floto brought down the admission to other tent 
shows to 50 cents at such points as Calgary, 
Edmonton, Saskatoon, Regina, Moose Jaw, 
Prandon, etc. A dollar is still obtained at 
the smaller towns except where there is com- 
petition with the Sells-Floto. 

The Sells-Flote for the past two years has 
remained two days each at Calgary and Edmon- 
ton and have done capacity business. They 
have built up a reputation thruout Western 
Canada for giving a splendid performance and 
ow visit each year is eagerly lookt forward 
° 

They have made generally the same 
during the last two years, entering the 
tory from Spokane. They have 
opposition in the larger cities, such as Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, with the exception of the 
Yankee Robinson Shows this year. In the small 
tewns the situation is different and the terri 
tory has been over-run with tent shows, with 
the result that business is sure to suffer.

more dignified, a special searchlight equipment 
of five lights played upon the historic and pie- 
turesque spots of the famous Hudson's shores. 

The boat returned to its dock shortly after 
midnight with its tired but satisfied and grati- 
fed list of passengers. 

Wednesday night was also Vitagraph night at 
the exposition,fand the reception accorded to the 
famous Vitagraph players was most gratifying. 
The largest crowd of the week was in attendance, 
and the Genera] Film Company's booth, where 
the Vitagraph , Company received, was crowded 
all thru the evening. In attendance was John 
Bunny, Flora Finch, Kate Price, Dorothy Kelly, 
Mary Charleson, Tefft Johnsen, E. K. Lincoln, 
Ralph Ince, Rd. Thomas, William Humpbrey, 
Maurice Costello, and many wore of the Vita- 
graph players.. 


THURSDAY. 

The conventfon body went into its morning 
eession at 11 a. m. with very nearly a full at- 
tendance. The roll call of delegates showed 
over 200 present. 

It was expected that the business to be trans- 
acted thru the morning and afternoon sessions 
would have particular bearing upon the work 
to be done on the morrow and it had been ur- 
gently requested that the attendance be of the 
best. 

Soon after the opening of the session it was 
regularly moved and seconded that the wives 
and children of the delegates be admitted to 
the convention up to such time as the nomina- 
tion of candidates was in order. The motion 
Was carried. 

A number of communications which had been 
received by President Neff were then read. A 
wire from Governor Cox of Ohio, being 4s 
fellows: My Dear Mr. Neff:—It will be im- 
possible now to leave Columbus. We are in the 
midst of the work of exposing fraud on the 
referendum movement here and I am deter- 
mined to prosecute it to the bitter end. Yours 
very truly, James M. Cox. 

A communication from Hon. Joseph B. For- 
aker, read that Mr. Foraker will in all prob- 
ability be in New York in time to address the 
convention. 

It was regularly moved and seconded that the 
anditing committee, which bad been appointed 
yesterday, be given 30 minutes in which to 
make its report. This report was later made 
and accepted. 


A ruling was at thig time made by the chair 
that all communicationg and telegrams pertain- 
ing to the solicitation and recommendation 
for the next convention be read at such time 
as was properly allotted for such reading later 
in the order of business. 

Then came the carrying of a motion which 
was, in substance, that if any chargeg against 
any national official or delegate were to be 
preferred, the same wag to be done in writing 
to the national secretary. 

The report of the committee on minutes, by- 
laws and constitution, which it was anticipated 
would meet with severe contention and argu- 
ment, was submitted with a few minor changes 
and then accepted, 

J. E. Ramsey, of Kentucky, made the report 
of the ways and means committee. It was 
accepted as read. 

Then came a period of discussion on the wel- 
fare and good will of the league. Several 
most interesting conditions were explained. 


Mr. Boss, of Norfolk, Va., advocated the 
adeption of a plan which would put all on an 
equal basis with a uniform show of two reels 
for five cents and four reels for ten cents. 

Mr. Joupe of Detroit, advocated three reels 
for five cents and five reels for ten cents. He 
explained that this was the genera] offering 
in Detroit at the present time and one which 
was meeting with success. 


President Herbst of the Washington, D. C., 
local, advocated the elimination of all airdomes, 
centending that they were Injurioug to the 
man who operates the all-year-round theater 
and that such elimination would be in the na- 
ture of a protection for the exhibitor. 

A resolution of the Washington, D. C., 
local was read by its president, Mr. Herbst, 
strongly advocating that the league unanimously 
adopt a resolution that no pictures will be 
shown in any part of the United States without 
the stamp of the National Board of Censors 
being attacht. 

Considerable interest wag manifested in the 
suggestion of Mr. Denton, of New Jersey, that 
the M. P. E. L. of A. erganize an insurance 
alliance composed of its members and assess 
each member $1.10, the 10 cents to be applied 
toward the running expenses of such an alliance 
and the one dollar toward a fund to be paid 
to a beneficiary in event of a member’s death. 
This fund was to be kept intact with additiona! 
assessments upon each death, 


Other men to speak at length upon the gen- 
eral conditions of the exhibitor’s business thru- 
cut their various territories and states were 
W. A. Corey, San Francisco; F. G. Rembush, 
of Indiana; Mr. Phillips, of Wisconsin; Eugene 
Eimore, of New York; Fred Herrington of 
Pittsburg, who explained that a serious condi- 
tion existed in the Pittsburg territory and that 
57 theaters are owned by exchanges in that 
particular district. 

Mr. McMan of Connecticut, spoke of the de- 
plorable condition of affairs in New York and 
the nearby states. His remarks were ably re- 
Setted by Mr. Friedman of Buffalo. 

On motion the convention was adjourned at 
2 p. m. to convene at 3 p. m. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The body convened at 3 p. m. again with 
nearly complete ranks since the nominations for 
the national offices were in order for this meet- 
ing. 

James Wallace, commissioner of licenses of 
New York City, was introduced by President 
Samuel Trigger of New York. Mr. Wallace ad- 
drest the body and spoke of the layman’s im- 
pression of the greatest of all industries, his 
impressions of the future, etc. 

The motion was made and carried that nom- 
ination speeches were to be limited to eight 
minutes and the speeches in seconding to three 
minutes. 

In a brief but well-appointed speech, Lem S. 
Miller nominated President M. A. Neff for 
president. Mr. Miller said: 

“The greatest facility for the edification 
and education of mankind igs thru the medium 
of moving pictures. They accurately record an! 
preserve history so that in the distant future 
our posterity can see with their own eyes, the 
events of the past. They bring all of the 
world within the vision of the humblest for 
their modest price. The most resourceful 
minds have thus far produced nothing more 
beneficial or for the common good of humanity, 
and their possibilities are not yet fully de- 
velopt. 

“When we think of the enormous wealth in- 
vested in producing and exhibiting motion pic- 
tures and the vast expanse of these United 
States, with its millions of people who are 
dally attending moving picture shows, we can 
in but a limited degree comprehend the great- 
ness and power of the industry. 

“As we look over this assemblage and see 
representativs from practically every state. or- 
ganized and united into a concerted effort, 
working in harmony for a common cause, we 
are profoundly imprest with that master mind 
that made this organization possible. And that 


is a greater tribute and more monumental to 
that man of genius and executiv ability than 
thought or words can portray. 


“This league crowned with its vast achleve- 
ments, demands a man who has proven him- 
self worthy in the past, and equal to the 
present, to be its leader of the future. 

“The man whom I have the pleasure of 
nominating is personally known to every mem- 
ber of our league. His fame alone is not of 
things written or said but of the greatness of 
things done. 

“We should not be unmindful of his unsel- 
fish and untiring work, of the great personal 
and financial sacrifices on his part, and his 
earnest and fervent devotion to our cause, 

“Ohio places in nomination that man who has 
been weighed in the balance and been found 
not wanting—M.,. A, Neff.” 

Fred J. Herrington, of Pittsburg, was nom- 
inated for president by Mr. Victor, of Pitts- 
burg. 

J. L. Phillips, of Fort Worth, Texas, was 
nominated for president by Samuel Trigger of 
New York. 

William J. Sweeney, of Chicago, was nom- 
inated for president by Mr. Chamberlain, of 
Minnesota. 

The nominations for the office of National 
secretary were: H. A. Sherman, of Minne 
apolis, nominated by F. J. Herrington of Pitts- 
burg. 

G. H. Wiley, of Kansas City, nominated by 
F. J. Rembush, of Indiana. 

The nominations for the office of national 
treasurer were: J. J. Reider, of Michigan, 
nominated by W. A. Pittis of Ohio. Dr. J. M. 
Rhodes, of Indianapolis, nominated F. J. Her- 
rington, of Pittsburg. 

J. Howard Bennet, of Baltimore, nominated 
by Mr. Herbert, of Washington, D. C. 

Following these nominations the cnatr ap- 
pointed the new committees for the ensuing 
year. 

The committee on constitution and by-laws 
now stands: Mr. Phillips, of Milwaukee; Mr. 
Rembush, of Indiana; Mr. Finnegan, of Texas; 
Mr. Alcock, of Chicago, and Mr. Blumenthal of 
New Jersey. 

The new committee on resolutions and rules: 
Lem S. Miller, of Cincinnati, chairman; J. A. 
Phillips, of Milwaukee; Mr. Rosenthal, of New 
York, Judge Tugwell, of California, and Marion 
S. Pierce, of Baltimore. 

A most important office of this committee will 
be the preparation of an amendment to the con- 
stitution which will permit the new addition 
of the new office of a vice-president of the

metional body. This amendment was suggested 
by Mr. Joup, of Detroit. 

Om motion the body adjourned at 5:30 p. m. 
to convene at 10 a. m. Friday morning. 

The strain of the days of outing, boat rides, 
ball games, dances and sight-seeing trips have 
evidently begun to tell on the visitors and as a 
result many sleepy eyes are observed about the 
hotel corridors and the exposition hall even as 
late as noon. 

Considerable interest seemed to be manifested 
fm the nominations of the conventions which 
were to take place today and the exhibitors, 
Gelegates and aiternates in particular, were in 
evidence most of the day about the convention 
ball. 

Throughout the day the Kalem Company en- 
tertained at its outdoor studios at Cliffside, N. 
J., and a great number of their followers 
availed themselves of the opportunity to visit 
with them thruout the afternoon. 

The evening at the exposition had been 
widely advertised as Screen Club night and It 
brought the largest crowd of the week. The 
members essembled at the club-house at 8 
e’clock in the evening and with their 40- 
piece band at the head, moved in parade over 
to the Grand Central Palace. More than 200 
were in line and a wonderful welcome was ac- 
corded them as they marcht into the hall 
singing the famous Screen Club anthem. 

The band played in concert on the main floor 
for about an hour and then moved to one of 
the upper floors where the Screen Club gave 4 
dance to the visitors, 

With the closing of the exposition hall at 
16:30 o'clock the entire who’s who of both ex- 
position and convention trouped over to join 
the earlier arrivals at the ball given by the 
Famous Players at their spacious studios on 
Twenty-sixth street. The entire Famous Player 
staff, beaded by that genial spirit, Adolph 
Zukor, were there to greet everybody. Bennie 
Schulberg and Al. Lichtman, his able lieu- 
tenants, workt like a pair of beavers and to 
ety that the event moved with a clock-like pre- 
e‘sion and with a characteristic Famous Player 
completeness is putting it mildly indeed. It 


was an event werthy of what the Famous 
Players have taught us they can do. 
Tt is estimated that, despite the extreme 


heat, there were more than 1,000 people, who 
enjoyed Mr. Zukor’s hospitality. 

A buffet supper was served at a late hour 
end with the call of the morn Twenty-sixth 
etreet was alive with tired but extremely sat- 
fsfled and pleased guests departing for their 
various hotels. 


FRIDAY. 

Convention hall from the time of its con- 
vening until its close late in the afternoon was 
the scene of a spirited session, which finally 
resulted in the secession of several states and 
the starting of a new, body in convention of 
their own. 

The body convened in the morning at 10 o’clock 
and immediately the motion was made by Frank 
A. Tichenor, of New, York that the members 
of the press be admitted to the session. It 
was advised by the chair that this motion be 
put in the form of an invite to the press to be 
present. President Neff advocated the admis 
sion of the press and the doors were then 
thrown open to them. 

Immediately the session began it was plainly 
evidenced that there was to be some heated 
@iscussion and it seemed that it had been 
Planned to beat Neff at any cost. 

There was considerable argument over the 
motion made that the committee on minutes, by- 
laws and constitution make its report before the 
proceeding to the election of officers. The chair 
ruled that the body would immediately pro- 
ceed to the election of officers and an appeal 
from the decision was taken. The result was a 
vote 86 to 72 sustaining the chair and there- 
upon the body proceeded to the election of 


officers. 
William J. Sweeney, of Chicago, withdrew 
fm favor of Phillips, of Texas, and Fred 


Herrington, of Pittsburg, also withdrew in 
favor of Phillips. Upon the first ballot it was 
geen that the state of Texas had thrown its 
support against their representativ, Phillips, in 
support of Neff. The bolt started immediately 
end for an hour or 80, the convention was an 
unruly mob. Sam Trigger, of New York, made 
@pen accusation against Phillips of the double- 
crossing he and his followers had received at 
the hands of Phillips. 

The confilct became most personal and resulted 
fn the secession of New York, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Canada, part of Pennsylvania, 
California, Indiana and one vote from Texas. 

President M. A. Neff was re-elected by a vote 
of 104 to Phillips 53. 

In the elections for the office of treasurer, 
a. Howard Bennett withdrew in favor of John 
J. Reider and Mr. Reider’s election was made 
unanimous. 

George H. Wiley, of Kansas City, was elect- 
ed secretary. 

Upon motion the body adjourned to 
egain at 3 p. m. 


FRIDAY AFTERNOON SESSION.

The following letter, signed by President Neff 
and Secretary Wiley, was read to the delegates 
and ordered spread upon the minutes: 

“To the exhibitors of the United States and 
Canada—Convention of the Motion Picture Ex- 
hibitors League now in session. 

“We wish to announce to every member of the 
Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of America 
in the United States and Canada, that the ac- 
tion taken by the delegates of Illinois, Wis 
consin, New York, Minnesota and Indiana, in 
leaving the convention hall, has left their states 
without representation only in the case of New 
York, where two delegates remained, Mr. Mc- 
Nabb and F. E. Samuels. Pennsylvania can not 
be considered as leaving as six delegates out of 
nine remained, Mr. Herrington, Mr. Polk and 
Mr. Victor, of Pittsburg, left the convention, 
who were delegates from the state of Pennsyl- 
vania. Owing to the fact that the Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors’ League of America is working 
under a charter issued by the state of Ohio, 
and by reason of the action taken by the dele 
gates for the states above mentioned, for the 
benefit of the members of these states, we ask 
the members to notify the national officers 
whether or not they endorse the action of their 
delegates in bolting the convention, and all 
states that endorse the action of their dele 
gates in leaving the convention will immedi- 
ately forward their charter and all supplies 
to the secretary of the Motion Picture Exhi- 
bitors’ League of America, George H. Wiley, 
Kansas City, Mo., national secretary, and all 
members who wish to retain their membership 
and affiliate with the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America will communicate with M. 


A. Neff, the national president, 1003 Mercan- 
tile Building, Cincinnati, Ohio, also the na- 
tional secretary, George H. Wiley, of Kansas 


City, Mo., and their membership will stand 
until a new organization is organized in their 
respectiv states, which will be immediately, 
and new officers elected. This does not in 
any way affect any member of this league who 
is in good standing and desires to continue; it 
des not affect the state organization in any 
way, shape or form, providing the state does 
not endorse the action of their delegates in 
convention assembled, but all delegates who 
left the convention and bolted are hereby sus- 
pended from this organization.”’ 


At the conclusion of this reading Mr. Neff 
exlained that there were 35 states remaining 
in convention, 


Samuel Trigger. one of the generals of the 
bolting body, entered the conventien hall with 
the tickets for the banquet in the eveaing. He 
left in short order and immediately it was 
moved that a new password be given out to the 
remaining delegates. 

A reselution, which, when originally made. 
read that a vote of thanks be extended to the 
New York state league and local for the enter 
tainment of the week, was amended by Secre 
tary to read that the vote be extended to those 
parties who had made this entertainment poss! 
ble. The words New York were not mentioned. 

The report of the committee on Constitution 
and by-laws was next made and a number of 
significant changes were read and the amend 
ments approved and carried. 

It was moved and seconded that the salary 
of the secretary be raised from $600 to $900, 
and carried. The secretary is also to have the 
seal of the league In his custody and to make 
semi-annual reports to the body. 

After considerable spirited discussion it was 
voted that in the future the nominations for 
national officers will take place at 10:30 o'clock 
on the morning of the second day of the annual 
convention and that the elections would follow 
the nominations Immediately. 

The salary of the president was made $2,000 
per annum, instead of $1,200,

SATURDAY, 
The convention session of the morning, which 
it was expected would close up the business 


before that body convened at 10:30 a. m. Owing ‘ 


to the fact that a great numbet of delegates 
had been forced to leave town, due to a special 
train arrangements, etc., the attendance was 
small. 

The session was called to order, with President 
M. A. Neff in the chair. The offices of first 
vice-president and second vice-president, which 
had been provided for in the amendment of the 
by-laws, as were adopted, and the session of 
yesterday were balloted for, as next in the order 
of business of the day. 

The office of first vice-president went to 
R. L. MacNabb, of New York City, who was 
elected unanimously. Mr. MacNabb was pro- 
posed by Mr. Washburn, of Massachusetts, and 
seconded by Mr. Seligman, of Louisiana. Mr. 
Washburn was nominated for the office, but 
declined in favor of Mr. MacNabb. 

T. EB. Finnigan, of Dallas, Texas, was unani- 
mously elected second vice-president. Mr. Fin- 
nigan was proposed by Clem Kerr, of Dayton, 
Ohio, and seconded by Mr. Washburn, of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr. Jeup, of Detroit, was also nominated for 
the office, but withdrew in favor of Mr. Finni- 
gan. 

The balance of the session was taken up by 
the offering of resolutions, which were in each 
instance carried and spread upon the minutes. 

Foremost in matter of import among these 
were the following: 

By Clem Kerr: Resolved, That the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors’ League of America be 
known as being in the center of the road, with 
no party or faction prejudice with regard to 
the product of manufacturers, be they licensed 
or independent. 

By Mr. Washburn: Resolved, That {It Is the 
Sense of this organization that photoplay pro- 
ducers and manufacturers of improvements and 
other appliances pertaining to and for the better- 
ment of moving pictures, should first offer their 
wares to the legitimate moving picture exhibitor 
now In the field. 

Considerable 


discussion of the question of 


censor for motion pictures finally resulted in 
the following resolution being offered by Mr. 
Vestal, of Ohio, and its adoption: 


Resolved, That this entire matter of consor 
ship be referred to the executiv committee, with 
full power to take up the question of some form 
of reasonable supervision of the exhibitor 
manufacturer of objectionable motion pictures 
Sald committee to confer with the various state 
‘eagnes and with the manufacturers and ex- 
changes, that the highest Interests of the ex 
hibitor may be conserved and the confidence of 


the public thereby wen the motion picture 
Interests,

A resolution whieh took a direct rap against

* encouragement of the open-air theater, was 
that 


offered by Mr. Jeup, of Detroit. Mr. 
Jeup’s resolution read: Resolved, That the 
Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of America 


discourage the furnishing of films to theaters 
which only wish to run them for a few months. 

A suggested plan of regularity in the motion 
picture theater was embodied in a _ resolution, 
which read: Resolved, That this convention 
recommend that not to exceed three reels for 
five cents be considéred a program, and not to 
exceed four reels of 1,000 feet each at any 
price, and that this convention instruct the 
executiv committee to use every means in its 
power to reduce the program to two reels for 
five cents, and not to exceed four reels at any 
price. P 

Another resolution, which was adopted, pro- 
vided that the manufacturers of film be re- 
quested to refrain from producing any picture 
in which a woman w@s to be seen smoking. 

At the conclusion of the business before the 
body, it was proposed and carried that a rising 
vote of thanks be extended to the press for the 
loyal and fair treatment accorded the conven- 
tion. ‘ 

President Neff, in, his words of farewell, said 
in part: “‘I have tripd to rule fair in all my 
decisions, and if I have made an error, I want 
to assure you that it did not come from the 
heart. I have not been in caucus for one single 
minute since the start of this convention, and 
at no time have I solicited a support of myself 
for the election just passed. I have preferred 
to rest upon my reputation and the work I have 
done. I feel gratified to think that you members 
of this convention have seen fit to re-elect me 
at your head.’’ 2 

Upon motion, the convention was adjourned. 

Owing to the departure of the majority of 
visitors, the program of entertainment for the 
afternoon was eliminated, and during the eve- 
ning the Chicago forces of Essanay, Geo. Kleine 
and Selig held full sway. The boys from the 
Windy City had been storing up their energy 
for the entire week, and let loose with a will 
with the coming ofethe-evening at the exposition 
hall. To Don Meany, Stanley Twist, V. R. 
Day and Omer F. Doud, there must be accorded 
the palm for putting out a magnificent line of 
rare entertainment. 

The General Fim booth was the center of the 
evening’s reception, and at that place the crowd 
hung closely to enjoy the genial handshakes and 
the cabaret performance which the Chicago dele- 
gation offered. It seemed that Chicago had been 
bought out of souvenirs entirely by the three 
companies, for there was everything, from car- 
nations to moving pictgre cameras distributed. 

During the evening, «Francis X. Bushman, the 
popular idol of the Essanay Company, who heads 
the Eastern Essanay Company, at Ithaca, came 
into the hall unannounced, and was immediately 
in the center of an admiring throng. The entire 
Chicago day and night was a worthy and ben- 
efiting climax to a notable week of entertain- 
ment. 


CONVENTIONALITIES. 
The National Cash Register Company made a 


great showing at the exposition. Mr, Patter- 
son, of the National, gave $2,500 toward the 
next convention, while other donations are 


assured by the Chamber of Commerce, of Day- 
ton. The cash register company had a big 
display at the exposition, showing moving pic- 
tures for educational purposes, They have in 
vented a new ticket .vending machine, which 
promises to be a winner. 

E. Mandelbaum, just last week retired from 
the activ management of the Mutual Film Cor- 
porations, Cleveland Exchange, while in at- 
tendance of the Manhattan Exposition, to which 
he brought his wife and family, 
decision at his next association.
